From FY 2018 - FY 2021 DEQ Expended on average:
• 74.6% of the total appropriation
• 89.7% of personnel cost appropriations
• 51.5% of operating expenditure appropriations
• 81.5% of trustee and benefit payment appropriations

The General Fund makes up 31.9% of the total appropriation, with 
24.7% of the total in dedicated funds, and 43.4% federal funds.

From FY 2016 - FY 2021, loans accounted for 99.16% of the total 
award for Wastewater projects, and 97.48% of Drinking Water 
projects.
